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the prejudices of their forerunners, first*hand access 
to the beliefs of someone who Hm not been brought, 
up under these prejudices, who has possibly grown 
up under different prejudices, is incellectuailv stim- 
ulating to the student. First-hand contact because 
theories read iif a book cannot command near the 
effect that the same theories expressed by a person 
who thoroughly believes in them can command. 
'I'heories in a b^k;may be regarded and never felt. 
I'hey may not answer any argument the reader may 
offer to their disfavor, no matter how weak the 
argument may be. 

'rhe exchange professor’s complete role, however, 
is not that of giving the other point of view. He 
may be a broadening inffhence in this manner, but 
as a director of those he teaches in an appreciation 
of and a sympathy with the achiev^mient of his 
country, the exchange professor is unique. This is 
true whether or not the professor's field be history, 
chemistry, literature — whether or not the professor 
is an instructor in a technical subject or in a subject 
connected with the 'arts. As a native of a country 
foreign to his students he offers them findings based 
on sources not available outsjde of the Country from 
which he comes. He^^ssesses in most cases, en- 
thusiasm for things of his own country, a true ap- 
preciation which can rarely be captured ’by the 
outsider. This very enthusiasm for his subject 
makes it more possible for the exchange professor 
to interest foreign students in the achievements of 
hfis country than could anyone approaching the sub- 
ject from a more dispassionate point of view. 

It is to l>e hoped that the action of the Board 
precipitates a more general use of exchange profes- 
Mrs and that in years to come students may have 
fhe advantage of contact with scholars 'iroin other 
European countries and couiitries from our' own 
continent.

Drama’s existence for the past several years has 
been one fif struggle. First, < there is no University

permaneut 'headquarters wheR costumes, properties, 
records could be stored from year to year. Every 
fall they have been obliged to start from scrateh 
and almost every year the University has had to 
lubsidize them. 

'I'he question arijies as to whether or hot an or- 
ganization Which cannot create enough interest in 
. W performances to make itself- self-sufficient' Is- 
worth carrying. Do college students really want 
dramatics? Attendance at the Cue and Curtain 
shows this year has been better than formerly, but 
it seems that as long as students must go across 
town to attend performances a Urge attendance can 
never . be expected. I'his, however, shows no defi- 
^ nite IfiW in popularity of dramatics as an activity. 

- 1 And % tbis reaijon We s6e no reason why dramatics 
^ should be diKontinued. The training and the ap- 
preciation pf the drama which participants in dra- 
matic activities receive seems to us to be sufficient 
reason for seeing that the activity survives. The 
AuppOrt given the workshop productions and the 
radio pUyerk as wel| as the regular productions, as 
evidenced by the Urge attendance at tryoUts, shoWs 
that intcrest^in dramatics is not dead. 

To return to the expense problem, thc present 
personnel of Cue and Curtain feels tljat if it were 
insured a permanent headquarters where drops, 
props, and costumes could be kept from yean to 
year, their activities would not need University sub- 
sidy. It seems that nOw they spend several hundred 
dolUn a year for these materials, which are thrown 
away or broken because no permanent storage place 
is provided for them. In turn, the University sub- 
y sidizes them with several hundred dollars a year. 
' A vicious circle evolves. If Cue and Curtain had 
permanent headquarters it Wpuld ' need little or 
no University subsidy.

ActivUiei and Curricular May 
Be Made to Work Together. 

gTUDENTS interested in the welfare ot extfa: 
curficular Activities and student government in 
a long-term perspective should waWh with interest 
the proceedings and developments 'I'hiirsday night 
when President Marvin appears at a public meeting 
with the Student Council Committee on Activity 
Reafganization io dlscusA; before and wifh students 
tha activity lituatioo. Tiie meeting wil|| be he)d In 
Corcoran 12 at 10 p.m. 

It will be an opportunity for students who have 
questions of long standing to put them to the Presi- 
dent, who has voiced a willingncsa to answer any 
questions on the subject of activities. Activity lead- 
ers, as well as students not io activities, will do well 
to a.sk any questions they have, thereby allowing a 
benefit, not only to themselves, but to the Univer- 
sity at large. 

I'he meeting will probably be a momentous one. 
It should go far toward building up a ipirit of fel- 
lowship and camaradarie between studepts, .on the 
one hand, and professors and 'the administration, On 
the Other. If it accomplishes no more than quieting 
many students who have no specific complaints, but 
just feel that they aren't getting their breaks, it will 
have gone far towArd this end. 

It will be 'the type of meeting that increases the' 
confidence of students in the administration. Dr, 
Marvin’s appearance alone will almost insure this, 
by seciirjng the bond between students and faculty 
and giving them a common aim in the working out 
of their problems. 

And while it will be the type of meeting that 
increases the confidence of students in the adminis- * 
tration, it can easily be made a meeting that will 
increaae the confidence of the administration in itu- 
dents. This, I believe, is an important point, ai the 
conduct of the meeting and the people present, the 
importance apd validity of questions asked, might 
be made into a valuable asset sometime in the 
future. 

A number of ^ints that might be termed Im- 
mediate Clarifications, will probably be brought up 
for discussion by the Committee on Activity Reor- 
ganiaation. These clarifications ioclude, among 
others, the disposition of the activity fee, the power 
of the Student Council, and the role of the Student 
Life Committee in the University. 

'The President has stated a willingness to discuss 
these things, and the Committee is now working 
over the testimony it heard during ita aeriea of 
public hearings and cxpecta to have a set of leading 
questions to ask the President Thursday. These 
questions are being phrased so that they may k 
answered briefly and concisely, but will lead to 
further questions from those students present. 

It is significant to note that the Committee'i 
work to date has consisted almost entirely of digest- 
ing the testimony that was presented when 
four weeks’ hearings were held. The clarifications 
irantioned above will all come in answer to ques- 
tions raised during the hearings by numerous stu- 
dents. Members of the Committee have attempted 
to weigh the importaiKC of questions asked on a 
basis of the frequei^ with which they appeared. 

As important as is the clarification of questions 
regarding the activity fee, the power of the Student 
Council, and the role of the Student Life Ctun- 
mittee, nevertheless, it sviU.be but a drop in the 
bucket if ■ foundation ip laid for a better under- 
. standing of aims and objectives between faculty and 
students, a more efficient and prospcioua activity 
system, and consequently a more well-rounded and 
coordinate curricular. 

Too long have activities struggled jong and too 
long have related curricular been given with no 
steps being taken to make the two work together. 
The C^mmit^ on Activi^ Reorganitation is ifiter- 
csted immediately in getting answers to the ques- 
tions already amtion^, but not as an ends in 
themarlVes. It Is the part those answers will plsy 
in the development of a more worktl^ program of 
activities that the Committee ia interetted in. and 
that, I hope, will be the obiective in the mind of 
every MMd^ present' Thundejr aighi^

ANNOUNCEMENT by the Boanl of Trustees 
that the University will send an exchange pro- 
fessor to Scotland and receive one from Scotland 
in retutp is another evidence that George Wash- 
ington is nioving forward intellectually. 

The practice of exchanging profeamrs with edu- 
cational institutions of foreign countries is often 
cited as one of the methods of promoting world 
peace. Those coming in contact with the intellect

Address on Latin-American 
Relations Appears in 
“Hispania” 


Public opinion strongly favors 
President Roosevelt's proposed al- 
teration of the Supreme Court, ac- 
cording to the survey conducted 
in Dr. Stuart H. Britt's psychology 
class in public opinion before and 
after a , debate on that question. 

A consensus taken a week ago 
revealed nine members of the class 
in favor of the proposition, four 
opposed, and five undecided. A 
vote of the same group following 
the debate showed 13 in favor, four 
opposed, ^nd none undecided. 

Jolm Pratt, Harvard graduate 
wlVh the firm of Morris, Klx Miller, 
and ' Baar, upholding the affirma- 
tive. and James Mann, agent of 
the Industrial Traffic League, and 
graduate of G. W. I..aw School, de- 
fending the negative, outlined the 
history and. present policies of the 
Supreme Court from two sharply 
contrasted vlew^lnts. 

Pratt's chief arguments were 
that.the Supreme Court needed re- 


organization through the infusion 
of new blood and that the Presi- 
dent's plan was the only feasible 
one. "The Supreme Court has 
made a gradual shift to the Right,’* 
he declared, "while the country 
goes steadily to the Left." 

Mann agreqd with his op(k>nent 
that the Supreme Court has made 
mistakes, but argued that the pro- 
posed change would only increase 
the opportunity for errors. He in- 
sisted upon a Supreme Court inde- 
pendent of parly political machines 
and Presidential "suggestion." 

To the President’s comparison of 
the three branches of the govern- 
ment to a three-horse team all 
pulling together, he remarked, "If 
lhal’j soj this is the first time jl 
have ever seen a horse get out of 
the traces, ascend the driver's aent 
and crack the whip .over the other 
horses.
